Charleston, July 15.—Tales of the 


unsuccessful fight of the naval collier 
Hector against a gale which blew 
from 110 to 120 miles an hour, great 
seas, fires and disabled engines and 
the daring rescue of 102 men by the 
tug Wellington were brought here to- 
day by the first survivors to land. 
The Wellington, 
storm battered 


and: having lost her two barges, 
worked for six hours taking off the 
crew and 60 marines which the Hec- 
tor was taking from Port Royal to 
Guantanamo. 


Captain Joseph Newell of the Hec- 


tor, and about 20 men were taken 
by the steamer Cypress and the bro- 
ken Hector was left 
to her 
fate, 


seven miles northeast of Cape Ro- 
maine Gas Buoy. No member of the 
ship's company was lost but 
four 


were hurt. The Hector left Charles- 
ton Light Ship Wednesday. 
Thurs- 


day morning at about 4:00 o'clock 
she ran Into the worst of the hurri- 
cane sweeping up the coast. 
Huge 
waves broke over the 
vessel 
and 


poured down the hatches, flooding 
the holds and disabling the engines, 
when she was unable to make way, 
wireless calls for help were sent out. 
As the big collier rolled at the mercy 
of the wind which was driving her 
toward Cape Romaine, fires broke out 
in the hold. They did not gain head- 
way but added to the terror of those 
aboard 
The Wellington reached the collier 
at 1:00 o'clock 
Friday 
afternoon 


about one hour after the Hector had 
grounded 14 miles northeast of .Cape 
Romaine. The dangerous work of 
transferring the men was immedi- 
ately started and continued for six 
hours. 
There were five men aboard each 


of the barges, the Wellington lost 
while trying to tow them from Phila- 
delphia to Jacksonville. 
The Wel- 


lington left today to search for them.

Orpef Sai Beside His Mother and 


Seemed More Cheerful as End of

Orpet seemed more cheerful at the 


prospect of the ending of the period 
of suspense. 
His mother sat by his 


side as usual, and the landlady of 


his university days, Mrs. Edwin Tay- 
lor, of Madison, Wis., on the other. 
His father, the big, bearded superin- 
tendent of the Cyrus McCormick es- 
tate, was immediately behind him. 


Attorney David 11. Joslyn, who be- 


gan the closing argument for 
the 


state yesterday, said that his final 
remarks would take most of 
the 


forenoon.

The case of Marion Lambert and 


William H. Orpet in the course of 
its development became one of the 
most perplexing in the 
annals of 


criminal history. 
Motive paralleled 


motive, action, paralleled action, op- 
portunity paralleled opportunity un- 
til the marks of murder and of sui- 
cide became substantially as one. 


In the end the guilt or innocence 


of the defendant, so far as the ad-! 
duction of actual fact was concerned 
went to the jury on the mystifying 


niceties of chemical analysis and Or- 
pet's 
own 
compromising conduct. 


•The mystery attracted unusual in- 
terest in all parts of the United 
States and Canada. 


Trial of the case including, selec- 


tion of a jury occupied the better 
part of two months. There appear- 
ed in evidence 44 letters written by 
Orpet to Marion over a period of a 
year; bottles and boxes containing 
samples of cyanide from the McCor- 
mick estate, from the Deerfield high 
school laboratory, from Kraft's drug 
store at Lake Forest and white pow- 
der scraped from Marion's hand and 
from spots on her cloak; the girl's 
garments; a magazine article dealing 
with the use of cyanide as a fumi- 
gator In greenhouses; the chemistry 
V;xt books used respectively by the 
«igh school girl and the college stu-

Keeping The Peace. 


(From "Wilson the 
Candidate," 


by L. Ames Brown in Review of Re- 
views for July.) 


Mr. Wilson offers himself as a can- 


lidate primarily as the man who has 
preserved the nation's peace 
in 
a 


time when war was revealing itself 
in a revolting character never be- 
fore presented to mankind. He has 
preserved the peace and withal safe- 
guarded against the dangers of Ger- 
many's early, lawless submarine op- 
erations the lives of thosS Ameri- 
cans who travel on the high seas in 
the future. 
For a yeai4 he -reliert 


upon negotiations to procure these 
safeguards, despite the fact that in 
this period the Lusitania 
was 
de- 


stroyed and other lawless depreda- 
tions were committed by Germany, 
which aroused a substantial element 
of the electorate to dissatisfaction 
with that patient course. But at the 
end he succeeded. 
" 


At the end he achieved the pur- 


pose which would 
have 
animated 


any other President who 
had 
fol- 


lowed a different policy. 
Surely it 


need not be restated that had any 
one of those who offered themselves 
as candidates against Mr. Wilson at 
Chicago been President when 
Ger- 


many began her illegal submarine 
campaign, his chief purpose would 
have been to procure a permanent 
abatement of that 
campaign. 
Mr. 


Wilson's policy has succeeded, then, 
and his favor or disfavor with the 
people must rest upon their justifi- 
cation of tho means by which this 
end was achieved. 
Imputations 
of 


weakness will not be permitted to 
obscure the fact that, faulty or not, 
"heroic" or not, his policy succeeded 
with respect to the principal wish 
of every patriotic American in the 
crisis it was evolved to meet. 


Maledictions against his "ignoble" 


"vacillation" will not pifivent an ap- 
preciation of his ultimate attainment 
when, to borrow from a convention 
orator, "the proudest spirit that ever 
brooded over a battlefield had 
to 


bow In acknowledgment of the recti- 
tude of the demands which our Pres- 
ident mado in behalf of hla country 
aud humfinity." 


Thus far the opposition to Mr. Wil- 


son has avoided the obligation of 
formulating an unequivocal state- 
ment of 
the 
faults they charge 


against him. 
The Republican plat- 


form-makers limited themselves to 
the easy task of destructive criti- 
cism. 
Such avoidance cannot con- 


tinue, however, for 1 am sufficiently 
familiar with the campaign plans of 
the Preildttttt'i supporter! to know 


that they will force the fighting with 
this clearly defined challenge. 


They will not permit the opposition 


to rest its case upon mere assertions 
of Mr. Wilson's shortcomings. 
It 


is a parlous future which the coun- 
try faces, and tho voters intend to 
come as nearly as they can to passing 
upon fixed quantities, to choosing be- 
tween certainties as closely as cer- 
tainties can be approximated. 
Mr. 


Wilson's policy is expressed in acts 
and not in generalities. 
His policy, 


if he is returned to office, will not 
bo different from what it has been 
since August, 1914. 
He will insist 


•that definite, not general, pledges be 
pitted against it. 


The other foreign policy of Mr. 


Wilson on which the country must 
pass is his Mexican policy. 
He has 


dealt with Mexico in the kindly spirit 
inspired by the possession of superior 
power.

Somme and at Verdun at its height 
the celebration took on an aspect of 
solemn grandeur, the chief interest 
centering the review by President 
Poincare of French, British, Russian 
and Belgian troops and the presen- 
tation of government testimonials to 
families of men who had fallen in 
battle. 


The de'ivery of the 
testimonials

black guard of widows, orphans and
